At the Sixty-Sixth Annual Meeting 
of The Royal Bank of Canada, held 
in Montreal, Morris W. Wilson, Presi 
dent and Managing Director, paid 
tribute to the distinguished service 
rendered to the bank by Sir Herbert 
Holt, who had presided at successive 
Annual Meetings for over a quarter 
of a century, and whose outstanding 
ability and prestige have been im- 
portant factors in the sound and con- 
sistent growth of the bank during his 
regime. 

In commenting on the strong State- 
ment presented to the meeting, Mr. 
Wilson d that it reflected a year of 
operations under distinctly improved 


Referring to the recent revision of 
the Bank Act and the Act incorporat- 
ing the Bank of Canada, he stated 
that at the public hearings preceding 
these enactments, the bankers were 
able to justify their administration. 
He warned that the curtailment of 
earning power resulting from restric- 
tions upon interest rates chargeable 
by banks and the withdrawal of note- 
issuing privileges will inevitably re- 
duce the ability of banks to main- 
tain unproductive branches in small 
communities.

"In keeping with the downward 
trend in interest rates and the result- 
ing difficulty in employing funds 
profitably, the banks and most othe: 
institutions accepting deposits re- 
duced their rates on interest-bearing 
account 4% of 1% from November 1, 
1934. This has had a beneficial effect 
upon bond prices, and has helped to 
reduce the cost of Dominion and Pro- 
vincial financing.”
